a) The 5ELZIG -7T Stn 

It would appear that the D3LZIG VTT Stn which, according to 
Fw 3RENNSCHEIDT, was a Foreign Office station, was shared by Amt 
VI because the RSH.. station at the HAVEL Institut was not powerful 
enough for Far Eastern traffic. Hence, in the opinion of Prisoner* 
it is reasonable to assume that Foreign Office communications 
from NANKING and HSINKING came to the BELZIG ITT stn via SHANGHAI, 
which was the main centre of activity of the Embassy in IL\NKING. . 

He believes that between Foreign Office and TOKYO direot VTT comn 
existed.

b) Telephone 

jqjf LLER , head of Amt IV, had weekly telephone conversations 
with 1EISINGSR, Police attache in TOKYO. This infra came from 
RAPP and the fact that for security reasons the talks were in 
Bavarian dialect, caused much amusement. 

Japanese desirous of getting in touch with relatives in 
JAPAN by telephone had to go to the Japanese Embassy in BERLIN. 

In Oct 1+4 no transport comns existed between GERMANY and the FAR 
EAST. The need for these was felt so strongly that plans for the operation 
of passenger and transport aircraft had been carefully prepared. According 
to Dr BRAUN the plans had to be dropped because GORING 1 s attitude was 
totally unco-opcrativc .

1 , Prisoner is uninformed about the organisation of the GIS in the 
FAR EikST. Basing his statements on the int material which Abt VI C 4 
received from TOKYO and SHANGHAI, he maintains that apart from Ast SHANGHAI 
and the German diplomatic corps, no other organisation could havo existed. 

2. Without being able to give details, he thinks, that, like Ast 
SHANGHAI, the diplomatic corps must have had its own network through 
consular and other official establishments as well as through V-men* 
Furthermore he expresses the opinion that the reason for the leek of an 
efficient int organisation lay in the general German attitude to the FAR 
EAST, v/hich was always regarded as a Japanese sphere of influence. When 
this attitude underwent e. change, as demonstrated by the projects of 
expansion, it -was too late and the difficulties of corans could not be 
overcome .
